What  is  DEQ? 


The  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  (DEQ)  came  into  existence  on 
July  1,  1995,  as  the  result  of  Senate  Bill  234  passed  by  the  1995 
Legislature.   DEQ  consists  of  the  environmental  programs  from  the  former 
Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences,  along  with  the  Energy 
Division  from  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  Conservation,  and 
the  Reclamation  Division  in  the  former  Department  of  State  Lands.   DEQ  has 
experienced  an  internal  reorganization  and  has  a  new  structure,  new  divi- 
sions and  some  new  staff.  This  handbook  is  designed  to  guide  you  through 
the  DEQ.

The  Enforcement  Division  is  the  central  control  for  DEQ  enforcement 
activities.   Department  enforcement  policies  and  procedures  are  developed 
by  the  division  and  submitted  to  the  director  for  approval.  The  division  must 
make  sure  that  enforcement  policies  and  procedures  are  implemented  in  a 
consistent  and  predictable  manner. 

The  Enforcement  Division  maintains  a  clearinghouse  for  citizen  complaints  and 
spills  and  an  information  tracking  system.   Coordination  of  the  legal  and 
technical  aspects  of  enforcement  cases,  whether  the  cases  are  administrative 
or  judicial,  is  accomplished  within  the  division.   Enforcement  division  staff  also 
monitor  violators  to  determine  compliance  with  department  orders.

All  of  the  DEQ's  permitting  and  compliance  activities  that  relate  to  the 
following  state  and  federal  environmental  statutes  are  administered  by  this 
division:   Clean  Air  Act,  Water  Quality  Act,  Public  Water  Supply  Act,  Sanitation  in 
Subdivisions  Act,  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act,  Metal  Mine  Recla- 
mation Act,  Strip  and  Underground  Mine  Reclamation  Act,  Strip  and  Under- 
ground Mine  Siting  Act,  Open  Cut  Mining  Act,  Asbestos  Control  Act,  Montana 
Hazardous  Waste  Act,  Montana  Solid  Waste  Management  Act,  Major  Facility 
Siting  Act,  Cesspool,  Septic  Tank  and  Privy  Cleaners  Act,  Halogenated  Solvent 
Users  Registration  Act,  Infectious  Waste  Management  Act,  Integrated  Waste 
Management  Act,  Megalandfill  Siting  Act,  Occupational  Health  Act,  and  Water 
Treatment  Plant  Operators  Act. 

The  Permitting  and  Compliance  Division  reviews  and  assesses  all  environmental 
permit  and  license  applications  to  determine  the  correct  control  measures  and 
requirements  needed  to  meet  the  laws  and  rules  that  have  been  enacted  to 
protect  air  quality,  water  quality  and  land  quality  by  managing  solid  wastes,  and 
preventing  the  depletion  of  natural  resources. 

This  division  prepares  the  appropriate  environmental  review  documents  to 
comply  with  the  Montana  Environmental  Policy  Act  (MEPA).  This  work  includes 
coordination  and  preparation  of  environmental  impact  statements,  coordination 
with  the  Director's  Office  to  ensure  methods  and  standards  are  consistent  with 
department  policy,  and  coordination  with  regulatory  programs  in  the  division,  the 
department  and  other  state  and  federal  agencies. 


The  division  also  conducts  all  facility  inspections  and  reviews  reports  to  deter- 
mine compliance  with  permit  conditions  and  the  laws  and  regulations.  If 
violations  are  discovered,  the  division  provides  the  technical  assistance  needed 
to  bring  the  facility  back  into  compliance  or  prepares  an  enforcement  request  for 
further  action  by  the  Enforcement  Division.

The  Water 
Protection  Bureau  also  is  responsible  for  reviewing  and  approving  water 
and  wastewater  applications  for  subdivisions.

The  Administrative  Unit  was  formed  to  provide  MEPA,  fiscal,  and  personnel 
support  to  the  bureaus  and  the  division  administrator.  The  unit  coordinates 
MEPA  compliance  within  the  division  and  is  responsible  for  providing  the 
program  guidance  necessary  to  effectively  manage  and  track  fiscal  and 
personnel  activities  within  the  division.

The  Monitoring  and  Data  Management  Bureau  monitors  air  and  water  quality 
conditions  and  trends  statewide,  and  assesses  sources  and  severity  of  pollution 
problems.   Bureau  staff  develop  and  convey  pertinent  and  reliable  information 
on  the  condition  of  Montana's  environment  to  resource  managers  and  the  public. 

The  bureau  has  responsibility  for  operation  of  statewide  air  and  water  quality 
monitoring  networks,  conducts  inventories  of  pollution  sources,  identifies 
impaired  streams,  lakes  and  air  sheds,  and  maintains  statewide  environmental 
monitoring  databases.  A  variety  of  technical  support  services  are  provided  to 
the  department  and  the  public,  including  assistance  in  developing  comprehen- 
sive pollution  control  plans. 

Bureau  activities  include: 


Operation  of  statewide  air  and  water  quality  monitoring  networks; 

Water  quality  assessment  of  lakes,  streams  and  wetlands; 

Identification  of  impaired  waters  and  air  quality  nonattainment  areas;

It  also  works  with  the  Monitoring  and  Data 
Management  Bureau  to  oversee  the  development  of  Total  Maximum  Daily  Load 
(TMDL)  planning.  The  Resource  Protection  Planning  Bureau  also  coordinates 
DEQ's  positions  on  environmental  legislation,  proposed  rules  and  policy,  and 
develops  environmental  protection  criteria,  and  rule  making,  and  provides 
economic  modeling  and  analysis.

The  Technical  and  Financial  Assistance  Bureau  helps  communities  with  infra- 
structure financing  through  loans  for  construction  and  improvement  of  drinking 
water  and  wastewater  systems,  and  for  energy  retrofits  to  hospitals  and  public 
buildings.  The  bureau  also  promotes  environmental  protection  and  public  health 
through  technical  assistance,  education  and  outreach  regarding  energy  effi- 
ciency, occupational  health,  indoor  air  quality  and  radon  in  public  and  commer- 
cial facilities.   Another  major  emphasis  is  facilitating  communication  between  the 
department  and  local  governments  regarding  relevant  environmental  regulatory 
issues,  and  assisting  local  governments  in  addressing  energy  and  environmental 
protection  needs.

The  Remediation  Division  oversees  investigation  and  cleanup  activities  at 
state  and  federal  Supertund  sites;  reclaims  abandoned  mine  lands; 
regulates,  permits,  and  licenses  underground  storage  tanks  (USTs);  implements 
corrective  actions  at  sites  with  leaking  USTs  (LUSTs);  and  oversees  groundwater 
remediation  at  sites  where  agricultural  chemical  spills;  petroleum  spills,  or  other 
improper  placement  of  wastes  have  caused  groundwater  contamination.  The 
purpose  of  all  these  activities  is  to  protect  human  health  and  the  environment,  to 
prevent  potential  exposure  to  hazardous  or  deleterious  substances  that  have 
been  released  to  soil,  sediment,  surface  water,  or  groundwater,  and  to  ensure 
compliance  with  applicable  state  and  federal  regulations. 

Remediation  activities  include:  (1)  characterizing  the  nature  and  extent  of 
contamination,  identifying  the  affected  media  and  environmental  impacts,  and 
evaluating  remedial  alternatives  and  associated  costs;   (2)  selecting,  designing, 
and  implementing  remedial  actions;  (3)  involving  local  governments  and  the 
public  in  cleanup  actions,  including  coordination  through  technical  and  citizens 
advisory  committees;  (4)  providing  the  legal  framework  for  responsible  parties  to 
conduct  cleanups.   For  some  sites,  the  division  retains  independent  technical 
experts  to  support  the  decision-making  process,  and  engineering  consultants 
and  construction  contractors  for  investigation,  remediation,  and  construction 
work.  The  division  regulates  USTs  to  prevent  leaks  by  specifying  design 
standards  for  them,  reviewing  installation  plans,  and  issuing  permits  and 
licenses.  The  division  works  closely  with  the  Petroleum  Tank  Release  Compen- 
sation Board  (PTRCB). 


Hazardous  Waste  Site  Cleanup  Bureau  (406)  444-1420/5970

The  Hazardous  Waste  Site  Cleanup  Bureau  oversees  the  investigation  and 
cleanup  of  sites  contaminated  by  hazardous  materials  and  petroleum  released 
by  industrial  and  commercial  operations  other  than  mining.  The  bureau 
implements  eight  federal  and  state  laws:
